Dr. Wang called the attention of the me P ing to Article I. 
Coction 1 of the Rules as . roved generally by the London 
Commission at its Fifth Moet.ii g on 18th January, 1944, 
concerning election of the Chairman and also to Article III, 
Rule 15 concerning the secret ballet. 

Sir Horace Seymour stated that the Sub-Commission was 
very fortunate in having as one of its m- irK.rs the Chineao 
representative who is a gentleman v ry v/o' L ’mown, in wisdom 
and experience in the hind of v/ork vs i cl .he .tit-Commission 
would be called upon to do and that he boll p/eu he was 
expressing the wishes of all if he pronoued the election of 
Dr. Wang Ching-hui as Chain.. .n of the Bub-Coi-.mi.ssion. The 
motion was unanimously r rrieu. 


Dr. Wang expressed aprroct •. t ion for tho honour conferred 
upon him and his country and ox.roesc1 th. confidence that 
he would have the ;,u r . ort and co-c 'erotic.: of his colleagues 
in the task before them.

3. Organ i gat ion of the Secret .fiat, 

Tho Chairman remarked, the organization of a secretariat to 
attend to the work of the Cub-Connlot;ion v/as tho most urgent 
problem and that the meeting should consider the appointment of 
a secretary-general. Attention was c lied to the procedure 
adootud by the 1 London Commission in this connect ion. 

Mr. Atcheson remarked that the 'post of secretary-general 
required a person of broad experience, of v ry considerable 
intelligence and with a good knowledge of the Chinese and 
foreign languages, and that ho would like to pronoso tho appoint¬ 
ment of Mr. ?.H. Chang, Counsellor of the Executive Yuan, as 
secretary-general to the 3at-Commission. Ihe oointment was 
approved. 

Dr. H.C. Wang suggested th t . t the beginning the 
secret:.riat might be composed of foir persons: secrotary- 

general, a secretary, an assistant secretary and a shorthand- 
typist. : As the work increased, the staff could bo enlarged. 

The Chairman and tho sucrotary-rouerul would bo • uthorizod to 
engage those three staff members. This wan agreed to. 

4. Message from Sir C- cil hurst. Ch.irna n of the London

The good will mas ago from Sir Cecil hurst, Ch irrm.n of 
the London Commission was read nd the proposed r.ply pprovod. 

The Ch irman remarked that thin r.nly • 'onId oe sent to 
the London Commission together with the report of•the holding 
of tho inaugural meeting and the election of the Chairman and 
Secretary-General.

Y/ r n personally of the opinion that since this wan a question 
concerning the competence of the Sub-Commiesi n itself, it 
should be referred to the Commission in London.

Mr. Kitson thought ho read in recent minute. a of the Land.n 
Commission that the C: mails si.on c 3d bring u f r c nsideratien 
major war criminals. That w-uld n. t be br ’\;ht w by vernments, 
but by the Commie ion itself. There ..as ohe tu. l i n f Hitler. 

The Chairman stated that the wh le Miesti n rnld be 
referred to the L nd n C.-m;:. is si on.

The Chairman remarked that it was imnertant to 3ut up a 
Finance Committee, and that .a the \t< rlc of the Sub-Commission 
demanded, other committees could to f rrnod. 

Dr# H.C. V/c.ng wos called upon to oxnl in the procedure ef 
appointing the Finance Committee by the Com isei'.n In London* 
Fallowing the same procedure, the Ch irm .n was authorized to 
appoint the Finance Committee. The Ch irmon thereupon requested 
Sir Horace Seymour, Mr. George Atchus n and. Mr.A.Ii.J. Lovinic 
to serve as members of the Finance Committee, who expressed 
their willingness to accept. 

7. Budget of the Sub-C m mis.. i n up to the e nd f March '194b. 

The Chairman expressed the pini -n, that this was a problem 
tc be first considered by the Finance Cl omittee. 

Sir Horace asked th t the secretary-general bo requested 
to attend the Finance Committee mooting which w uld bo called 
at an early date, in rder t« advise en s 1. ry scales, etc* 

The Chairman remarked that the Fin no. Committee would 
elect its own chairman. He Is. called the ,ttenticn f the 
members tc Article III, Rule II that members :f the Cub- 
Commission may attend siy committee meetings and t .ko part in 
the discussions. The Secret a ry-geno ral vv aid be requested to 
give notice of the time and ml ace . f the mejtinf tc all 
members.

The Chairman stated that the Sub-Oc .aasitn did not have 
a complete set of minutes and a cuments, but that the Ministry 
cf Foreign Affairs had already wired t Lo id. n asking for a 
complete set.

The Secretary-General read the reports of the Finance 
Committee, which were adopted (Annexes 1 '.ad 2).

- The 3a cTett ry—General reported th t the Sub-Commission 
had received documents concerning c .oes of J n nose 
atrocities from Dr. C. T.V/ang f the Chinese '■> r Crimes 
Investigation Committee, hut s these occurred before the 
attack on Pearl Harbour, no discussion could n.w be held 
till a decision was reached by the London cemaission, which 
was in • ccordance with res lution made ly the Rub-Commission 
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at the Inaugural Meeting, concerning the communication from 
the Australian represent ativo. 

The Ch- irman .luuad th- t Sir Cecil Hurst had a c- nversation 
with the Chinese Ami s. ad r in London on this point wherein he 
expressed his person -.1 vie/; that this m t ter should ho first 
discussed hy the Sub-Commission. Hu uud^ret ed that the London 
Commission is new studying the luesti n, but has net yet reached 
a decision. The Chr irm. n rise remarked that'as far as China 
is concerned, m<* st of the c ses nf J: a necc atr . cities happened 
before the Pearl H: r'brur attack. 

The Chairman then inquired whether Hr. Officer had anything 
to suggest or any point to elucidate. 

Mr. Officer replied that ho th ughi this was n point to 
he decided hy the London Commissi n .m! that it was his under¬ 
standing that this n int had tire dy bon raised in London, 
in a tentative way s< r,o tiau ago. 

Dr. H.C.V/ang a fated that c-c rding t. infer mat ion received 
from Dr. Wellington Kco, these • cints w-i a n t raised in the 
London Commission hy the Austral inn ronrenontni,ivo. 

Mr. Officer reolied th-. t they had been raised in the Bub- 
Committee, hut hat yet decided upon oy the Commission. 

Mr.Atcheson remarked that ho would he glad tc send a 
telegram tc Washington urging that ohu 1 on this matter he 
hastened and that he personally w.uld rue mnend to his 
government that all cases fr m July'/, 1937 should he covered.

Dr. H.C.W ng remarked that this was a, . (.osmion of principle, 
involving not only China hut also other countries with interests 
in the Par East (as there were cases involving British subjects 
and American citizens in Chirr''

Mr. Rothschild state! that the E .lgian Government has no 
objection to covering the pro-* ar period. 

The Ch irman stated the t. the Chinese representative in 
London had^ijyade the resorv „ior. of covering cases as far hack 
as Beptercher/ 1931. This was nut accepted, but was recorded 
in the minutes. Dr. H.C.Wang aaid that that was so, adding 
that there was no doubt t least July 7, It37, should he the 
dr-te from which the oases should he considered. 

It was then decided !H t tc-legr m should ee sent „o the 
London Commission urging them o.make an early decision on this 
question.

The question as to whether Japanese officials and oifioers in 
oommand at those places whore war crimes have boon cavaittad should only 
be surrendered as material witnesses for the purpose of providing 
particulars concerning the authors o.f these crimes or also jo held for 
trial as accessories thereto is one of general policy which needs the 
serious consideration of the Sub-Ccrcmissicn in Chungking, 


In studing this question of "extended responsibility" the fact 
should be taken into account that according to the Japanese conception 
of justioe responsibility for act3 committed by subordinates is a 
matter whioh ipso facto evolves upon any superior, v/hono timely inter¬ 
vention might have prevented their occurunce. This Japanese point of 
view is of great importance since the punishment of war crimes not only 
takes place in retribution for misdeeds according to our standards of 
justice and equity, but is also intended to sente ns a warning to the 
Japanese army and people as a whole for the future. 


The war crimes committed by the Japanese are the outcome of a 
definite code of ethics adopted by the Japanese as part of their scheme 
to win. 


Reference i3 made here to Hilli3 Lory's book "Japan's .lilitary 
Masters", where he writes on page 34: "Sven in war wo are bound morally 
"by an accepted code of ethics. We refuse to use treachery, dirty 
"lighting and wanton unnecessary cniwlty. The Japanese adopt them all- 
" and adopt them not with a sense of shame but as legitimate taotics to 
"win. "Theirs, consequently, is r. code that surpasses in ruthlessness 
"even the accepted cruelty of modern war. It is a code that can shoot 
"a defenceless pilot parachuting from his plane. A code that has plaoed 
"its approval on the Army's notorious'slaughter battles' in China 
"inhere unarmed civilians have been murdered by tens of thousands, A code 
"that allows pilots to swoop over crowded streets to machine gun helpless 
"wanen and children, A code that uses the white flag of surrender to mew 

"do wu aur enosiies who in good faith' ccnuFto acoept it. Thia pioture of. 

"a nation highly skilled in the neohanicer of modern war but warped in 
"thinking by this feudal heritage merits closer e>;;:u ■.nation"and on page

An unpublished offioial report, issued by the headquarters of 
the Netherlands Forces in the Far East mentiono innumorablo atrocities 
committed by tho Japanose in tho Netherlands Indies against defenceless 
women and prisoners of war, excesses, which tho Japanose "explain" as 
necessary in tho interest of discipline in the sane way as they "excuse" 
tho brutal troatmont of civilians by tho letters' "lack of respoot". 


An article in The (London) Tines V’eokly Edition of 27 December 
1944 on the "Guilt of Japan" (for atrocities committed in tho course of 
the oon3truotion of the ifanpong-Tharibuzavnt roadrn.il link, where more 
than 20,000 prisoners of war perished) concludes with the words; "The 
only action possible to Britain and her "allies is to moke it clear 
"that all Japanese who ha e b^cn concerned v/ith the treatment of 
"prisoners of war vd.ll be brought tc strict inquiry; and those whose 
"conduct does not acoord with the claims of coupon humanity will suffer 
"the utmost penalty that 3tern justice con prescribe." 

It is to be expected that in the countries of East Asia where 
the Japanese soldiery and gendarmerie have committed tens of thousands 
of war crimes against the population very few charges can be drawn up 
in which the indent!ty of the authors iso well defined that Lnmodiately 
the war i3 over their extradition can be demanded and they be put on trial. 

It is, however, likely that in many cases It will be possible 
to obtain immediately information concerning the name ami rank of the 
military ox- civil Japanese official untL-r whose jurisdiction a war 
crime or war orires have boon canitteu. 

Apart from the fact whether or not charges Ehould bn brought 
against sqqh an officer or official, he should be considered as a 
material witness and as such be required to furnish information con¬ 
cerning the real culprits under his coumond. 

The sub-committee therefore roca.iionds that lists bo compiled 
of military and civil persons (including gcndanacry) in authority 
in each oocupi-d district in the Far East, with n view to such persons 
being held for interrogation as material witnesses after the cessation 
of hostilities in connection with war ori ies co, l dttod in these 
districts.

a) Finance, The sum for the Sub-Cavais'ion’s budget fraa 
December 1, 1944, to March J>1, 1949, a t the total fi'mre of N.C, 

£590 ,LOC- as recu.unundod by the Finance Committee vra 3 advanced by 
tho Driti3h Babassy through Mr, George ICitsen and a banking account 
in the Sub-CCTir-.d-Ssion's name v/as opened, with tho. approval of the 
Chairman, on January 19, at the Shane Ghing Shih ranch of the Central 
Banlc, into which the amount mentioned was paid. From the British 
Bnbassy a cheque for l\2£> Rupees ( for purchase cf stencils in India 
through the V/aichiaopu) has also been received, which is being held 
by the Seoretary-General to be raid to the Walehiaopu as soon as the 
bill is delivered, he felt sure that all members of tho Sub-Corn, .ission 
appreciated the courteous co-operation of the British Babassy in this 
matter, 

b) Staff. A part-tii. le typist (who works in the Executive Yuan) 
has been engaged, with the sanction of the Chairnan, since January to do 
typing work at the starting remuneration of N.C. #5000- a month, subject 
to future revisions. Further appointments will bo made when there is 
more work to do. 

5 , Examination of cases . 


Ten cases of Japanese atrocities (Sue D4 distrib .ted at 
the meeting), transmitted to the Sub-Can. ission by tho Chinese National 
Of ice, were read by the Secret-ry-Gcneral. Before discus ing the cases, 
tho Chairman called the attention of all members resent to tho following 
point on page 12 of the distributed copies of the London Connission's 
records: 

"The Chairman (Sir Cecil durst) expressed the view, ta which 
no objection was made, that Ca 3 os transmitted to the Commissi an would 
"nly be open for examination by the Commission and its staff. They 
’would not bo caimunicatud to the Governments," 

Thereupon Mr. Keith Officer aoved the resolution that since 
members of the Sub-Canui sion had to send, copies of the minutes to their 
govern.nents, no details of cases for uxa.F, nation should bo recorded in 
the minutes, which resolution v/ns aJxptud, 

Thu Chairman then brought upi the question f evidence and 

that of "wliftt constitutes a war crime" . He quoted tho following___ 

remarks of Sir Cecil ..atki-Sy-, • WelM^tcri‘iv : 3B"'&s recorded. on p ,6 and p. 7 
of the distributed copies of the I.iuin Gu.idssion's r-cords:- 

" Sir Cecil ' .1 -v pointed out that it was not the task of the 
Commission to collect evidence in the technical sense of the terra, 
but to obtain information. This information would deter.line whether 
'X' should be pout on trial,,,.,, There wore r-mo H —15 mtions re¬ 
presented on the Gat dssi. n, each with it 3 own sy to a of coui’ts 
and evidence. For a can.;on policy there must bo some sort of assi¬ 
milation, The United KinJjdaa Gove ment recognised that the strict, 
rules ox' evidence as understood in the United Kin .da 1 could not Le 
adhered to before tho 'proposed Tribunals," 









"D r. '.Vollin ton Koo said that the C; .(mission .uct approach its 
task from a practical point 01 view, All war cr or. . h uld bo punished 
according to the conscience of hu unity. The purpose f the Commission 
should b« to collect infom.at.ii n vdthout binding itself to any system 
of jurisprudence. It would be useful to discus, iireotives as guides 
to Governments before they submits. evidence.." 

A perusal of the London Co.'mission* s reccaals, the Chair mi added, 
gave him the irapres ion tint there vns no need to fed lot? strictly any 
system of evidence and in the. case of war crimes ' certain laxity 
sjemed to bo allowed in the acceptance or interpretation of evidence. 

The American view accepts, it vns pointed out, as eiti l.euoe in vmr crimes 
•anythin; "which has probative value ic a reason’, bi ion". Th.i3 
interpretation shocks some loyal experts, but the Ct... is ion itself 
is inclined to accept . t as a suitable uidin/ rinciple in most eases. 

In this connection Captain Vest ex res cd Ids vi vv that the 
function of the Commission in considering specific rises vns similar 
to the action taken by a ca non law , r inrl jury v/htsh determines whether 
an accused person will be require l to stand trial for trim, And 
since the Ccr-mission does not actual 1 • interview ti • witnesses, the 
documentary evidence and proof submitted hould e ... cc .plete and 
thorough as the case permits, 

Cn the question . f "what c nstitutes r vnr cri-ie", the Chairman 
referred to C, 1. of the L< ud n C.. nissi n (on p. l js .), annex I of which 
contains a list f vnr crimes drawn up oy the laris Peace Conference 
in 1919. In Lond. n, cases -resent': by the vari *us .!ati< nal Offices 
are being classified ace r&i.ng to thin list which is .rt .leant to be 
exhaustive. The alley is ti treat an a \/nr orim any act which is 
c ntraiy to the laws and cunt mas * f war. This mo h 1 1 . procedure 
"will have the further ndvant’ e that it /ill amb.u • ••ticular acts 
to be added to the list of those 1 t< be treated as war cries frere tiae 
to time as circunstanoos nv require" (s-e C.l., m . >ph 8 ).

Representatives of National 
offices met in a committee for the purpose of drawing up some formal 
recommendations. Some of the representatives objected on the ground 
that the Conference was called merely for the purpose of exchanging 
views and information and that they have no authority to go beyond 
that limit. Finally, the committee merely summarized the opinions 
expressed ( see S 12 attached here ) in the Conference and presented 
them to the Main Commission ('or consideration on the understanding that 
they are not binding on any party concerned. 

In view of the fact that groat deal of difference of opinion 
existed in the committee, and that many of the above proposals 
, involve a fundamental change in the authority of the Main Commission 

which can be brought about only by diplomatic agreement, chances for 
the Main Comission to act on the summarized opinions are not very 
great. 

4. Report, of the Chairman of Conmittee on Facts and Evidence . 

.jnbassador Lovink reported that the Sui-Committee met again on idigust 2, 
examined 36 charges (namely charges.No. 73-108 inclusive) and classified them 
all with the exception of Charge No. 98, \which has been held over for the next 
Sub-Conriittee meeting. From *these 35 newly classified charges, another 46 
Japanese had been adjudged as war criminals. (There were two charges 
classified as "C"). 

3ir Horace then requested the 3ecretary ; -General to read out aloud the main 
headings of these 35 charges examined by the Sub-Camittee such as name of the 
aocusud, hi s rank or unit, nature of crime cornrdtted, when and where committed, 
the classification, etc. Subsequently the Sub-Connd.ssion adopted the findings 
of the Sub-Committee and the Chairman signed the third endorsement on the 
Transmittal Records of the 35 Charges, tlius giving the Secretary-General the 
authority to have the accused classified A-1, A-2, or E listed as war criminals. 
Up-to-date there is a total of 130 names which will all go into the First List to 
be printed soon by the Sub-Commission (within a few days). 

5* Proposed reoomnendation for the establishment of Aar Crimes

Col. Young, who was requested to make a report on this subject at the 
last meeting, was absent at this one and Maj. West made some brief remarks on 
his behalf to the effect that after due consideration he was in favour of acourt¬ 
ing the suggestion itade. The Sub-Commission finally agreed to accept it and the 
Chairman toll the Secret ry-Gen ral to write and inform Dr* K.C. 77u in reply to 
his inquiry that the Sub-Commission cordially endorsed the -proposal as set out 
in C122.

2, Report by Chairman of Committee on Facts and Evidence . 


Mr. van dmi Berg, acting on behalf of Ambassador Lovink, 
reported that the Commi11 ee mo t on September 13 and classified 
charges 225-272. Among these charges wore a number of cases 
against unknown accused. From the charges themselves, it v/as 
evident that although the crimes v/ere actually co mittod by the 
unnamed accused, certain officers in command were considered to be 
responsible. The question therefore arose whether the Committee 
should only list the unnamed accuBed mentioned on the transmittal 
records, or also classify the officers named in the charges. Up to 
the month cf September charges against unknown accused had boon very 
few and then no other persons v/ere mentioned in connection with 
their cases. Th^re had been cases, though, where evidence had boon 
taken from Japanese prisoners of war who had actually taken part in 
the commission of crimes, for which only their superiors had been 
charged. In these cases, upon the evident admission of these 
prisoners that they had perpetrated the crimes, the Committee had 
added the names of these prisoners to those of the "'ccused. The 
names of those prisoners had in such cases been aided on the 
transmittal records. By doing so the Committee intended to draw 
the attention of the National Office tc what it considered an 
evident oversight. But in the cases 'which come up at the present 
mooting, some members of the Committee felt that by adding the names 
of responsible officers not mentioned in the transmittal records, 
the Committee would encroach upon the work of the National Office 
in bringing charges. However, in certain cases it appeared so 
evident from notes of the charges that it was the intention of the 
National Office to list also the responsible officers in addition 
to the unknovm accused that the Committee agreed the names of these 
offioers should be "dded on the transmittal records and classified 
according to their degree of responsibility as shown in the charges. 
This question was thus brought up for discussion at the Sub- 
Commission’s meeting so that in future the National Office should 
take these considerations into account and follow a consistent 
procedure- as far as this category of charges was concerned. 

After saae discussion, the Sub-Commission adopted the findings 
cf the Committee and 71 more nones from charges 225-272 will now be 
printed in a now list of Japanese 7ar Crbninnls. 

3. Discussion of Revised Second List cf Japanese " r ar Criminals 

Holding Key Positions' (pp. 16-24) submitted by the National 

Office on September 20, 1945 . 

Thi3 second list contains 34 charges, 101-134, with thirty-four 
names. After Mui iters '•.ere given time to x enct trite "iicrfc otow,' ‘ 
discussion followed, in the course of which 11aj. !: ’cst reported 
that it was established beyond doubt that poisonous gases v/ere 
used by the Japanese in the China V/ar Theatre. It was then 
proposed that charges Nos. 20, 21., 23, 24, 25, and 29 from the 
First List of Japanese vVar Criminals Holding Key Positions 
submitted by the National Office, which charges were not passed 
by the Sub-Cornission at its last meeting, should new be included 
in this Second List-. The Sub-Conuiiissicn finally decided to adopt 
th^ Second List together with the seven additional names, (a total 
cf ferty-one names), which will be printed next week. 

In connection 1th the cases of key criminals, the Sub-

charges agreed upon at the recent conference at London:-

Throe categories were established, all punishable by death: 

(a) Crimes against peace; i.c., planning, preparing, 
initiating and waging wars of aggression or wars in violation 
of international treaties or agr^umt-nts. 

(b) Violation of the laws and customs.of war; i.o, 
maltreatment of prisoners and of civilians in occupied 
countries, murder of hostages, plundering, wanton destruction 
of cities or devastation not justified by Military needs. 

(c) Crimes against humanity; i. e. murder, extermination, 
enslavement, deportation, or persecution on political, racial 
or religious grounds in the execution cf or in connection 
with any crime within the jurisdiction of the tribune.

After some discussion, the Sub-Commission felt that there was enough 
evidence from the letter of the Australian Representative tc shew that the 
Japanese named in the list wore war criminals and decided to put their 
names in List No.6 which will soon be printed by the Sub-Commission. 

5. Report by Maj. '' r est 

Major Tost reported tc the Sub-Commission that the Chinese military 
authorities were prcGontly considering the preparation of a plan for 
the apprehension, segregation, -nd t.ri’l of Jap war criminals in China. 

Upon the request of th-. Chief of Ttf ' f ‘he . .3, Army Major V'est 'was 
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detailed tc >7ork w'ith members of the Chinese-American Joint Staff and 
give such assistance and advice as he had available concerning the 
preparation of this plain. He stated that the whole program of segregation 
of the war criminals now held by the Chinese unit commanders would be 
vworked out within the next few 'weeks. Thereafter it 'would only be a 
short time before the scre.ning of Jap war prisoners would result in the 
identification and segregation of a large number of Japanese war criminals 
■already listed by the Sub-Commission, He suggested that it would be wise 
if other countries having lists of war criminals and suspects would 
submit sued lists to the Sub-Commission for later transmittal to Chinese 
commanders in the field, who could take the necessary stops to apprehend 
the wanted parsons. He explained that it was urgent that immediate and 
decisive act icn be taken at this time by the Chinese military authorities, 
since plans are being developed to repatriate Japanese military and 
civilian personnel to Japan. If prompt action is not forthcoming, it 
would be quite possible that a largo number of war criminals may be 
repatriated before they 'ire properly identified, and upon reaching their 
homeland would be able to conceal their identity. 

6. Lists of 3U3pects wanted by the S. H. A. C. Theatre . 

Mr. Vttiitamore brought three lists of suspects (Nos. 163, 169 and 170) 
wanted by the S.E.A.C. Theatre. Similar lists had already been sent tc 
Maj, ’.Vest.

These five officers and N.C.O. were all members of the Naval Landing

’.zero all still there when the surviving P.O.W. left at the end of August. 
They are held responsible for the deaths of 15 Australians who died of 
starvation and malnutrition in Maroh-June, 1945.

These officers were hold responsible for the deaths of 9 men and wounding 
of 5 others on 8th April, 1944-. It is beleived they were otill on 
Hainan Island in 1945.

Both these men were still in Hainan at the end of August 1945. They 
were held responsible for the injury and disablement of a number of

Landing Party. Guard in charge of P. 0. Camp BAKLI Bay, 1943-45* 

He was still on the island at the end of August, 1945.

whom vo definitely knew to be in Hainan Island at the end of August,

Many of the Netherlands prisoners of war were also killed or ill-treated 
by these same individuals and evidence to this effect can doubtless bo 
obtained from the Netherlands authorities in due course. Meanwhile, 
the Australian military authorities would be very grateful if you would 
use your good offices for the immediate arrest and detention in custody 
by the Chinese military authorities of such of these war criminals ns 
are still on Hainan Island, pending an agreement as to their handing 
over or extradition between the British, Australian and Chinese 
Governments.

From List No.l. (august 1945) produced by the Par-Eastern and 
Pacific Sub-Commission, it appears that the sub-commission had adopted 
a classification different from that used by the Main Commission 

The classification applied by the main Commission is as follows;

C.75).

Ambassador Lovink asked for further information concerning the 
apprehension and trial of Japanese War Criminals in China. Dr. Wang Hua-Cheng 
explained that the apprehension and trial of Japanese War Criminals are now 
in the hands of a Committee Composed of representatives of various government 
offices concerned with-investigation and punishment of war crimes. The 
representative of the ministry of Military Operations serves as chairman of 
the Committee, 

According to information received by the Ministry of Military Operations, 
up to February ICth of this year: (l) one hundred eleven Japanese war 
criminals listed by^.the Sub-Commission (Lists 1-6) had been arrested. Out 
of these, one hundred and eight are being put on trial; (2) .57 Japanese 
accused of war crimes by Chinese victims though not listed by the Sub-Commission 
were also arrested and put on trial; (3) seven of various nationalities were 
arrested and put on trial because they were involved in war crimes in one way 
or another; (V) total of 17 r orr.stod and 172 put on trial. 

In addition. The United States Government had asked the Chinese 
authorities to help arresting certain Japanese war criminals. Up to 
February 10th, 79 were arrested and put on trial. The Australian Govern;.lent 
had also asked for the arrest of 22 Japanese war criminals but no arrest 
had yet bei.n made by February 10th,

The Sub-Committee, in its examination of cases, came across a nunbor of 
cases of deliberate bonbard.eent of undefended places. Though delibora.to 
bombardment of undefended places was considered a war crime by the United Nations 
War Crimes Ca.nisr.ior. and listed as such, yet it was felt that in most cases it 
would be practically impossible to collect sufficiently carletc evidence for a 
"prlna facie" caso. It was decided to refer the question to the Sub-Co:.inlssion, 

In the Sub-Commission Mooting, views were exchanged among representatives 
presunt. It is truo that in cases of deliaerate bombardment of undefended places 
it is difficult to identify the guilty pilot and it is equally difficult if 
not na:x 3 so to collect such evidcnco as written orders from superior officers. 
Nevertheless deliberate bombardment of undefended places is a. war crimo and as 
such should not go unpunished. Even if it is the result of mistaken judgment 
cn tho part of the pilot, such a mistake oh uld not be .accepted as an excuse for 
the crime thus committed. It v: s the opinion of the representatives present that 
in casos of deliberate bombardment of undefended places, the officer or officers 
in charge of tho air f rcc concerned must be hold responsible for it is a known 
fact that no plane would take off for the bombardment of enemy places unless 
orders wore given by the cotimanding officer. In view of tno amove discussion, 
the Sub-Ca mission decided that the Sub-Committee on Facto and Evidence should 
classify, in its ordinary way, all the important cases of bombardment, leaving 
out tho less significant oics for the tine being.

The Sub-Committee had classified cases Nos. 1105, 1131, 1133, 1134, U35

The Sub-Commission here is faced with a number of cases on "deliberate 
bombardment of undofended pheos" in China by Japanese planes. The Sub- 
Camission wishes to learn from tho Main Commission (a) What constitutes 
deliboruto bombardment and on *..’hom rests the burden of proof? (b) i/hs.t 
constitutes an undefended place and what evidence is required to establish the 
fact of undofendodness? (c) \/hr.t procedure has been followed in similar 
casos in Europe by tho Main Commission?

The Secretary General was requested to forward the above resolution 
to the main Connission for approval. 

3* Report on the Act ivities cf the Sub-Com mission, 

The Secretariat and the Sub-Committee on faots and Evidence had 
each drawn up a report. However the Finance Committee had to vait until the end of 
Maroh when all the accounts are in before it can draw up a report. The reports 
submitted by the Secretariat and the Sub-Conndttee on Facts and Evidence were 
approved after slight changes. (They are hereby annexed)
